The following Declaration concerning Mint Bills, 
has been publith’d here. 

EWIS by the grace of God, King of France and 

Navarre: To all who fhall fee thefe Prefents, 
Greeting. * The Reforming of the old Coins both 
‘of Gold and Silver order’d by our Edit of the 
‘Month of May 1704, being impoffible to be per- 
‘form’d quick enough, to pay the Sums that were 
‘ daily brought into out Mints, the Director of our 
‘Mint at Paris gave his Bills, which we have fince 
‘ authoriz’d by our Declaration of the 6th of De- 


| “member of the fame Year, ordering that they fhould 


‘ pafs current, and be receiv’d as ready Money, as 
‘ well in Satisfaction for Bills of Exchange and Notes 
‘ payable to Bearer, as in all other Payments, and 
‘ that Intereft fhould be paid for them at the Rate of 
* Seven anda half per Cent, which has been regu- 
‘larly done. We have found very great Advantage 
‘ in thofe kind of Bills, in.char the Confidence which 
‘ has been plac’d in us has enabled us to pay for 18 
“ Months paft part of the Charge of the War, with- 
* out laying new Taxes upon our People ; who have 
 alforeceiv’d very great Benefit by them, as wellfor 
‘the Reafon juft mention’d, as becaufe thofe Bills 
‘kave enabled us to abate feveral Millions of the 
‘ Taxes laid on.the Provinces that fuffer’d by the 
* Froft and Hail, the Inhabitants of which Pro- 
‘ Vinces were not able to gather fo much of the 
’ — of the Ground as was neceffary for their 


Subliftance. Thefe Confiderations which prompt- 


‘ed us to make great Ufe of the Mint Bills, would 
‘have induc’d us to make yet more Ufe of them, 
‘ had we not been inform’d that of late the Publick 
‘began to be uneafy at the multiplying of thofe 
‘ Bills, apprehending their Number would be in- 
‘creas'd every Day, that nore of them weuld be 
‘paid, nor fo much as a Fund fetled for the Pay- 
‘mentof them, Would thofe of our Subjects who 
* entertain fuch Fears, refleét on the Fidelity with 
‘which we have difcharg'd all the Engagements in- 
‘to which we have entred in almoft 50 Years, du- 
‘ring which the Management of our Finances has 
‘been in our own Hands; would they recollect 
‘ how punctually we have paid the Arrears of the 
* Annuities of che Town-Houle of Paris, and the 
‘ Promiffory Notes of the Farmers General of our 
* Revenues for the Sums brought into the Borrowing- 
‘ Cheft ; would they confider that having vouch- 
‘ faf'd to take upon ourfelves the Debts of the Sieur 
‘de la Touane Treafurer of the Extraordinary 
* Charges of the War, we caus’d them to be paid 
‘ fo fully, that we adyanc’d above 7 Millions more 
‘than his Effects amounted to; they would fee 

they had Reafon to reft fatisfied about a fort of 
‘ Debt which we have contracted purely to fupply 
the Occafions of the State, and which we have 
' acknowledg'd to be due from us by our Declara- 
lon of the Month of March 1705. But feeing 
: fo many Examples do not fufficiently fatisfy them, 
, We being willing to leave them no room to,doubt 
: of our good Intentions in any Cafe where their 
" Intereft isconcern'’d, after having caus’d the feve- 
: ral Memorials that have been prefented to us to be 
, {xamin'd, and taken the Advice of thofe that are 
bef skii'd in Affairs of Commerce, have judg’d, 
“that so free our Subjects from all Apprehepfion 


‘ touching fo lawful a Debt, it would be convenienr 
“to affure them of the Rayment of it by an exprefs 
: Declaration. For thefe Caufes, and others moving 
‘us thereto, by the Advice of our Council, and ot 
* Our certain Knowledge, full Power and Roya! 
Authority, we have by thefe Prefents fign’d wip = 
* our Hand declar’d and order'd, declare and order, 
‘and our Will and Pleafure is, that beginning froni 
* the fift Day of the Month of July next no more 
“ Mint Bills thall be iffued ; and as for chofe that 
thal be iffued before that Day, we will, 
“ beginning from the firft of January after. the 
* Peace flail be concluded, there fhall be paid for 
* fatisfying the faid Mint Bills, the firt Year 12 
* Millions of Livres proportion’d into one Million 
. for each Month, aii. every Year after 15 Millions 
“in equal Proportios ea: A.onth, all the faid 
* Bills be intirely difchatg<' in the meantime we 
order, that as long as he War shy Interch of 
* the faid Bills be paid "at veven and a 
“half per Cent per Annum, as bas been practis’d 
hitherto 5 and that from the ficft of fanuary 
* the Peace fhail be concluded, the incereft hall be 
‘reduc'd to Six pcr Ceni, and paid every three 
* Months, or every fix Months, as are the Annui- 
‘ ties of the Town-Houfe of Paris. We will like- 
* wife, that for the obferving requifice Order in the 
‘ Payment of the faid Bills, a Regifter shall be kept 
‘in the Office of our Farms at Paris, which fhall 
‘ be pag’d and mark’d by the Comptroller general of 
* our Finances from the firft Leaf to the laft, and that 
“every Perfon Bearer of the {aid Bills, caufe them 
* to be regifter’d in the faid Book, that they may be 
* paid according to the Order ani Time of their 
* repiftring without any other Preference. We have 
* appropriated and affign’d, appropriate and ajflign, 
‘ for paying the faid Bills, the Ordinay Tailles, the 
‘ Farm of the Pofts, and the 2 Sols per Livre that 
“are at prefent levied on all our Revenues and on 
‘ all ordinary Impofts ; and we will that this Affign- 
* ment hold till the faid Bills are intirely fatistied. 
* And in Order to facilitate from this very time the 
* turning them into Money, We will, that the Capi- 
‘tal Sums which fhall hereafter be paid into the 
* Town-houfe of Paris for purchafing Annuities, 


-€ likewife the Price of vacant Officesgand the 8th 


* Denier for the Refignation of Offices, and alfo the 

‘ Sums that fhall be brought into the Borrowing- 
“ Cheft, thall be allow’d to be paid one Half in 

¢ Mint-Bills the other Half in ready Moncy. Ac- 

‘ cordingly we order the Keepers of ourRoyal Trea~ 
*fory, the Treafurer of our Accidental Revenues, 
“and our Farmers General, to receive the faid 
« Mint-Bills for the Half of the Payments that fhall 
* be made to them on the Occafions above exprefs'd. 
© And the faid Bills fhall pafs, purfuant to our, fore- 
€ mention’d Declaration of the 6th of December 
‘1704, in our good City of Peris only, but fhail 
“nor be current in the Proviggts. For firch is our 
‘ Pleafure. Given at Verfailles the 29th of May in 


the Year of Grace 1706, and of our Reign the 64zh» -
